Registration Cards 
Pulled for Nurses

Have you ever tried to re- 
gister for aclass only to find that 
it is closed? 

One of the many reasons why 
this may be happening is that 
the nursing students from 
Clarkson, Methodist, and im- 
manuel Hospitals that attend 
UNO have their class cards 
pulled even before pre- 
registration. 

“UNO has a legal contract 
with these hospitals that is re- 
newed~ annually,” stated 
Dorothy Patach, director of 
Nursing Education at UNO. 

“There are 250 nursing stu- 
dents under contract this year,” 
she said, “but I try not to place 
more than five in any one 
section.” 

The department heads are in- 
formed of the number of. stu- 


dents that will be taking their . 


class, and the sections they will 
be in, Patach explained. 


BLAC to Raise 
Funds by Radio 


Black Liberators for Action 
on Campus (BLAC) will be 
holding a radio-thon for the six 
independent countries of west 
Africa which have been hit by a 
drought. 

According to Pat Shields, the 
new chairwoman of the 
organization, the fund raising 
effort will be broadcast over 
KOWH this Sunday from noon 
until 3:00 p.m. 

She says that the goal is 
$5,000 and also noted that 
checks may be sent to the sta- 
tion. They should be made out 
to “African Relief Fund -— 
P.U.S.H. Foundation.” 


“The courses involved 
include Psychology 101 and 
102, Sociology 101, 210, 215, 
Chemistry 104, Micro- 
organisms 244, Anatomy and 
Physiology 274, 284, and 
English 111, 112, 225,” Patach 
stated. ; 

When asked why UNO has 
this contractual agreement, 
Patach answered, “The nurs- 
ing students need specific 
courses at the University 
because they (hospitals) can't 
offer college level courses that 
are transferable, in case they 
(nurses) want to pursue a 
bachelors degree in nursing.” 

Patach then listed the bene- 
fits received by the University 
and students because of this 
program. 

According to Patach, there 
are more sections available for 
UNO students because of the 
increased enrollment due tothe 
nursing program. 

“The UNO students receive 
the opportunity to take these 
courses at more times,” she 


said. 
“Also, the program. has 
helped us improve the 


laboratory equipment. We have 
had to buy more of what we 
already have and purchase new 
equipment,” she explained. 

On Toes 

“tt keeps us on our toes in 
order to keep them (nurses) ac- 
credited,” Patach stated. 

Aside trom more teachers at 
UNO, Patach said that there 
was also an improvement in 
them. ; 

Another problem arises when 
cards are pulled for 25 nurses, 
tor example, and only 19 show 
up to take the course. “That 
happened this year with Clark- 
son Hospital,” Patach said.

SPO Member Refuses to Pay Fee

SPO board member Don- 
na Iverri is currently waging a 
battle with the University 
administration over payment of 
her $30 University Program- 
ming and Facilities Fee (UPFF). 


Iverri said she has refused to 
pay the “student fee” because, 
“| want a say In where my 
money goes.” She qualified her 
statement by noting that she Is 


not against the concept of stu- 
dent fees, but rather opposes 
distribution of part of the fund 
by student government. 

She said, “I'm going to have to 
pay the fee, and | know it, but | 
should be able to specify what 
organizations get my money.” 
The organizations Iverri has 
specified are SPO, BLAC anda 
tuition fund. 

The ex-student senator was 
to have been dis-enrolled from 


UNO for non-payment of the fee 
on Oct. 8. But she “thinks” the 
administration has given her an 
extension until Nov. 1. She is to 
negotiate the matter with Vice- 
chancellor Ronald Beer today. 


When asked if letting her dis- . 
tribute her own student fee 
would be fair to other students, 
Iverri replied, “I'd like to see 
other students attempt to do the 
same thing.” 


New Maverick Mascot Needs to be Named 


UNO has a new mascot and it needs a name. The UNO Alumni ° 


Association, which purchased the 6-month-old long-horn steer, is 
sponsoring a community-wide contest to find a name for the little 
maverick. 

Omaha Mayor Edward Zorinsky will serve as one of five judges 
to pick a winner in the Maverick-naming contest. The other offi- 
cials are UNO head football coach Al Caniglia; Kathy Adwers, stu- 
dent member of the UNO athletic committee; Dr. Elaine Hess, 
assistant vice-chancellor for academic affairs; and Michael Jones, 
representing the Alumni Association. 

The new mascot replaces Sudden Sam, an unruly long-horn 
acquired last year, as the representative of UNO Maverick athletic 
teams. Sam was full grown when he came to the campus and 
couldn't be trained. 

The belligerent old steer was returned to the Fort Niobrara 
National Wildlife Refuge near Valentine and the new little long- 
horn was provided as a replacement. 

The new steer now weighs 300 Ibs. and his horns are only be- 
gining to show, but when full grown he'll tip the scales at over 2,000 
ibs. and boast a 6-foot horn-span. 

The contest is open to everyone. The winning name will be 
bestowed on the new mascot at half-time ceremonies at the UNO- 
Wisconsin (Milwaukee) footbali game on Saturday, Nov. 17. This 
will be the new Maverick’s first football game. 

The winning entrant will receive a $25 U.S. savings bond and 
two season tickets to next year’s UNO football games.

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Grad Apathy 
To the Editor: 

During the past three years, { 
have been pursuing the M.A. 
degree in English. | am not in 
Graduate School for money or 
any other material reason — I 
am in Graduate School for the 
sole purpose of pursuing that 
illusive ideal, KNOWLEDGE. 

Too often during my years 
here, { have encountered 
among my colleagues, ex- 
treme evidences of the apathy 
and mental inertia that is most 
often responsible for massive 
freshmen drop-outs and 
failures at other universities. 
This apathy toward learning is 
expected and accepted on the 
freshman level, but it should 
never be tolerated beyond it. 

Perhaps some excerpts from 
John Henry Newman’s book, 
The Idea of a _ University, 
England, 1873, will be relevant 
to my purpose: 

All branches of knowledge 
are connected together, be- 
cause. the subject matter of 
knowledge is ultimately united 
in itself, as being the acts and 
the work of the creator. It is a 
great point then to enlarge the 
range of studies which a Univer- 
sity professes, even for the 
sake of the students; and 
though they cannot pursue 
every subject which is open to 
them, they will be the gainers by 
living among those and under 
those who represent the whole 
circle. They learn to respect, to 
consult, to aid each other. A 
habit of mind is formed which 
lasts through life, of which the 
attributes are freedom, 
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equitableness, calmness, 
moderation, and wisdom. 

| cannot lay all the blame on 

my colleagues, as | believe the 
Administration and the Faculty 
are at times as guilty and as 
apathetic as the students, but 
we would all do well to read 
Newman's book as often as 
necessary, to keep in our minds 
the real goals of a university. 
_ | cannot for my life perceive 
how silver and china will aid any 
one of the students here to gain 
insights to knowledge or 
appreciation of wisdom. But 
had those funds been used to 
provide the compensation for a 
Visiting Lectureship, or a Dis- 
tinguished Speaker's Fund, 
both the Chancelfor’s goal, (of 
creating community aware- 
ness and appreciation of UNO), 
and my goal might have been 
met. 

Among my graduate student 
colleagues, | perceive solu- 
tions as well. If the Graduate 
Student Association could be- 
come an_ active,  inter-dis- 
ciplinary, knowledge-seeking 
and knowledge-sharing 
organization, where graduate 
students from all departments 
would come together to gen- 
erate and discuss ideas, then we 
might be one step closer to 
Newman. 

And finally, if the Faculty 
could unboggle themselves 
from the “business of living” 
long enough to recapture the 
spirit of knowledge that 
directed their lives at one time, 
and that made their lectures 
exciting and rewarding forthem 
and their students, then too, 
would we be making progress in 
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a way not measured by build- 

ings or enrollments, but by the 

human love and understanding 

that stems from true 
knowledge.

_ Impeachment 
Dear Editor: 

In light of recent events 
concerning the removal of high 
ranking officials in and near the 
Department of Justice, | be- 
lieve some clarifying observa- 
tions on the topic of impeach- 
ment-are in order. — 

Article I, Section 4 of the U.S. 
Constitution reads in part: “The 
President .. . shall be removed 
from Office on Impeachment 


‘for, and Conviction of, Treason, 


Bribery, or other high Crimes 
and Misdemeanors.” Thus, 
impeachment is a process that 
is separate from the bringing of 
criminal charges in a court of 
law. Congress, which exer- 
cises the power of impeach- 
ment, can only remove officials 
from office. Any punishment for 
law violations must be deter- 
mined separately by the judicial 
branch of government. Thus, it 
is clear that the President may 
be impeached and removed 
from office for actions that 
might not constitute the basis 
for a criminal conviction. It 
seems clearly evident that the 
phrase “high crimes and mis- 
demeanors” includes that 
which is not confined to 
criminal activity. On this basis, 
Mr. Nixon appears vulnerable to 
a bona fide impeachment mo- 
tion against him. The removal of 
Special Prosecutor Cox by the 
President -contravenes earlier 
statements by the President to 
the effect that the Special 
Prosecutor would have abso- 
lute authority to pursue his 
investigation of the Watergate 
episode to whatever location 
the facts determined. As the 
investigation focused upon the 
White House itself, the Presi- 
dent acted to terminate further 
inquiry by Mr. Cox thus placing 
the President effectively be- 
yond this criminal investiga- 
tion. 

At the present time, President 
Nixon is in violation of the order 
of.the United States District 
Court for the District of 
Columbia. This is a clear and 
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flagrant violation of a lawful 
court ruling that, if done by a 
private citizen would consti- 
tute grounds for a conviction of 
contempt of court. Only if the 


premise. of presidential 
immunity to the law is accepted 
can Mr. Nixon be seen as having 
acted properly. The impeach- 
ment section of the Constitu- 
tion clearly indicates that every 
person, including the Presi- 
dent, is bound by the law. 

For the reasons described 
above, and for others far too 
numerous to enumerate here, | 
am convinced that there exist 
sufficient grounds to institute 
impeachment proceedings 
against President Richard 
Nixon.

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Application for Aid 
Open to All Students 


Don Roddy, financial aid director at UNO, emphasized that 
anyone who thinks they might have a chance to obtain aid should 
contact his office and apply. 

“Anyone is eligible to make application for consideration, "he 
Said. “Students can fill out an application and submit a confi- 
dential financial statement.” 

Roddy said the financial situation of adependant's family, or of 
the person himself if he is not a dependant, determines whether aid 
is granted. 

Three criteria have to be met before a person is eligible to re- 
ceive aid, Roddy said. First, a person has to be a student at UNO. 
Second, the student must demonstrate a need through the finan- 
cial statement. Third, his office must have the funds available. 

Students can receive any of three types of aid, Roddy said. The 
Supplemental Educational Opportunity Grant is an outright gift of 
financial aid, and usually goes to those with the greatest needs. 

National Direct Student Loans are lent to the next most needy 
students, Roddy continued, and these must be paid back, with 
small interest, after the students are out of school. 

Finally, students may be eligible for the work-study program. 

Roddy said all the applications are studied impartially to deter- 
mine which students are to receive financial aid. 

“We don’t even look at the names as we go through the applica- 
tions,” he said. “And there are no two situations alike.” 

Roddy said with the financial situation as it is in colleges to- 
day, it’s getting harder to take care of the middie income student. 

“Under the present regulations for receiving aid,” he said, “it's 
hard for the middle income student to show need. But the cost of 
education is continually rising.” 

The aid director said he feels the federal government is going 
to have to make direct grants to institutions in the future to 
supplement tuitions. 

“I see the state as having to help in the future, too,” he said, “be- 
cause the costs are becoming too high for students to pay without 
assistance.”

| cut the phone lines to the house so-there’s no chance of them 
getting help, then break in and catch them asleep in their beds. One 
time | (had intercourse with) a girl, then let her watch while | did it to 
her mother. 

A girt should want to (have intercourse). That's what they’re 
supposed to do. If a girl fights, and might get aman into trouble, he 
has every right to kill her. It's her own fault. 

| saw this good-looking girl coming out of the library. The Man 
wasn’t anywhere in sight. | grabbed her and dragged her Into my 
car and took her to a nice, deserted place where we could be alone 
and where she’d do the trick or die. 

| tore off her clothes and (had intercourse with) her. She was 
crying so | punched her in the face. She wouldn't stop crying so | 
took out my lucky piece of barbed wire and wrapped it around her 
neck. 

| thought [| heard an insect buzzing around, but the droning 
sound got louder, turning into a growl, then a roar. | looked up, 
dropping the barbed wire. 

! was startled to see a big black shape coming out of the sky. 
Two stuttering flashes erupted from the shape. | heard the 
hammering of machine guns and the ground on either side of me 
was riddled with the bullets. | hadn't known OPD had a helicopter! 
But here it was, big as life. 

! ran like hell, but the ‘copter was still behind me. It passed 
overhead, and banked around for another pass. For a moment, | 
could see it clearly in the sky, could see the three wings, one on top 
of another. It wasn’t a helicopter! 

Then the moonlight caught it momentarily, caught the red 
color of the fabric, caught the struts and glinted off the wiring, 
caught the spinning propellor, caught the leather helmet and 
glinted off the goggles of the pilot. 

| ran like hell, the plane coming in low for another pass. | nearly 
ran into the cruiser. | told them about the triplane, about the girl, 
about the barbed wire. They had surprised Jooks on their faces. 
They hadn't been expecting me — they'd been checking for 
illegally parked cars and said | was miles from where | said the girl 
was. 

| wasn’t too worried as they handcuffed me, read me my rights, 
and put me in the cruiser. lf showing my bank balance didn’t work, 
I'd talk to the judge and the psychiatrist and they'd say they loved 
me and kiss me on the crotch and I'd get out again “cured” and go 
back to where I'd left off with that girl in the field. 

The policemen hadn't seen or heard the plane. | was glad it was 
gone. But then t looked up and there it was again! Coming in fast 
and low. | could see the eyes of the pilot. He was looking right at me, 
his eyes cold, his lips tight together.

football squad tomorrow night in the first meeting 


between the two schools. 

The Carolina Catamounts posted a fine 7-2-1 record 
last year and surprised a lot of people when they fin- 
ished eighth in the Associated Press Small College 
Poll. ; 


Seventeen of last year’s 30 lettermen returned this. 


-year. The solid defense that caused a record 42 op- 
ponent turnovers last year, returned almost intact this 
year having lost only one starter. . 

Linebacker Steve Yates, a 6-3, 228-pound junior and 
second team AP Little All-America in 1972, leads the 
defense along with fellow linebacker Joe Hunter, tackle 
Keith Gosnell, end Rod Herlong and backs Alan 
Stubblefield, Mark Callis and David Rathburn. All are 
two-year regulars. 

At the beginning of the season, Coach Bob Waters 
was looking for.a quarterback to fill the shoes of last 
year’s dependable Hal Mote. In two seasons, Mote 
threw for 3,400 yards. 

Waters found a good replacement in Phil Dietz. After 
the first five games of the season, Dietz has a comple- 
tion record of 63 in 120 attempts for a total of 1043 
yards. 

When the season started, four regulars were missing 
from the offensive line. The line had to be rebuilt 
around veteran center Mark Ferguson, tackle Mitch 
Myers and tight end Mike Green, a converted tackle. 

Western's receiver corps, among the nation’s finest 


- last year, returns intact. Split end Jerry Gaines and 


flanker Eagle Moss both are in their third year of play. 
Gaines has hauled in 95 passes over the last two sea- 
sons for a respectable 2,186 yards. With five games 
under his belt this year, Gaines has 417 yards in recep- 
tions but he fractured his right hand in the Western 
Kentucky game. The Cats lost that game 45-7, but they 
bounced back in their encounter two weeks later with 
the University of Tennessee-Chattanooga, winning 14- 
0. 

At the start of the season, Western had five players 


competing for the backfield spots, Tailback David 


Hackett was the workhorse last year gaining 756 yards 


on the ground. He was challenged for the position this | 


year, however, by Herb Cole and Jerry Siler. After five 
games this season, Hackett has done most at the posi- 
tion, gaining 335 yards. 

Fullback Jeff Kirwin has carried the ball 19 times for 
an aggregate of 75 yards. 

Clearly, the Cats are a passing team this year. They 
will present a tough test for the Maverick secondary. 

In the four years that Coach Waters has been at West- 
ern, he has compiled a record of 26-12-1. So far this 
year, the Cats have finished the first half of their sea- 
son with a 2-2-1 record. The second half got off to a 
good start when they downed UT-Chattanooga. 

Tomorrow night's game is in Rosenblatt Stadium and 
kickoff is at 7:30.

Classes, Money Force Gonzales Out

Phil Gonzales, an NAIA 
wrestling national champion for 
the last two years, is nolongera 
student at UNO. 

Gonzales, a wrestler in the 
126-pound class, dropped all 
his classes last spring semester. 
According to- wrestling coach 
Mike Palmisano, Gonzales was 
having trouble with his classes 
so he dropped out of school 
after the NAIA National Champ- 
ionships. 

Class Attendance 

Palmisano said, “Phil's big 
problem was class attendance. 
He was really lax in his class at- 
tendance. | don’t mean just one 
class but ail of them.” 

Gonzales re-enrolled for 
classes this Fall but Palmisano 
said he dropped out of school in 


about the third week of Septem-- ° 


ber. Gonzales’ younger brother, 
Frank, was also registered at 
school this fall. He too was 
slated to wrestle for UNO. 

Palmisano said that both Phil 
and Frank dropped out of 
school at the same time. He 
indicated that of the first ten 
days of class this semester, 
. both Gonzales brothers had 
missed seven days in actual 
class attendance. Palmisano 
said, “! understand they went to 
see their sister in Kansas City. 
There were some family prob- 
lems down there.” 

As Palmisano understood it, 
Phil was taking twelve hours of 
classes this semester 


problems. He said that Frank 
wanted to go to California (the 
mother of the brothers lives 
there) and evidently, when they 
came back from Kansas City 
they left Omaha. Palmisano 
stated that they didn’t inform 
him that they were dropping out 


and. 
already he was running into - 


of school. He understands them 
to be in California. He hasn’t 
heard from them since they left. 

Both men are graduates of 
Boys Town. Phil's wrestling 
coach at Boys Town, Scott 
Clark, said that he was sur- 
prised and quite disappointed 
to hear that Phil had left UNO. 
He said, “You don't lose a two- 
time National Champ without 
hurting. When Phil and Frank

left, |! was in Texas. Phil called 
the house and said he was 
unhappy with the situation at 
UNO.” Clark said that Phil is 
now living in Santa Anna, Cal. 
with his mom and he thinks that 
Phil is going to UCLA and that 
Frank is going to a junior 
college. 
Personal Problems 

Both Phil and Frank Gon- 
zales were reached last 
Saturday. Phil was at first 
reluctant to talk about his drop- 
ping out of school. He 
explained, “It was one of those 
personal problems between:me 
and the coach. Financially | was 
getting pretty messed up. | was 
told that | would be receiving

room and board money. When | 
came back to school in the 
beginning of the semester, 
Coach Palmisano told me to go 
the Prom Town House to live. 
The next thing | know, ! got 
billed for the room. He didn’t tell 
me that | had to pay and | didn't 
have the bread, so_ things 
weren't working out too well.” 
Phil said that he approached 
Paimisano on a number of oc- 
casions concerning the bill and 
he said, “| was tired of getting 
the same old run around. | was 
tired of listening to the same old 
things over and over.” 
Eligibility Questioned 
According to Palmisano, the 
“same old things” referred to 
the problems over Gonzales’ 
eligibility that arose after he 
dropped out of school. last 


’ + spring. Palmisano said that Phil 


was supposed to go to summer 
school this year, to make up the 
hours he had dropped. Gon- 
Zales didn't and, as a result, his 
eligibility was put into question. 

Palmisano explained that he 
didn't know Phil would be 
returning to school this year 
until July. By that time, 
Palmisano had distributed the 
scholarship money at his dis- 
posal and he explained that he 
had trouble just getting the $200 
for Phil’s food allotment during 
wrestling season. As it was, 
Palmisano said, Phil would have 
he tuition, fees and books paid 
or. 

Phil admitted that he was hav- 
ing some problems with his 
classes, but he said he was 
under the impression that he 
was eligible and that he would 


be getting a full ride at UNO this 
year. 


Phil's brother Frank is now at- 
tending Santa Anna Junior Col- 
lege. Referring to the situation 
at UNO, he said, “I thought ! was 
going to.be getting everything, 
but it wouldn’t come up until 
wrestling season started.” 


Concerning his brother, Phil 
said, “Palmisano told him that 
he would be getting every- 
thing, but the same thing hap- 
pened to him.” 


Palmisano said, “Frank got 
the most of the newcomers. He 
was to get tuition, fees, books, 
rooms and meals.” 

Phil seemed upset because 
he wasn’t getting his room paid 


for. He said, “! kind of thought. 


I'm out on the mats producing 
for him and | figured if he really 
wanted me that bad, he’d do the 
same for me.” 


A Real Winner... 

Reflecting on Phil no longer 
wrestling for UNO, Palmisano 
said, “it hurts because the kid 
was a real winner. The problem 
is, when you go to work you 
don’t get your paycheck with- 
out doing a good job. The same 
holds in school; you have to do 
average with your class work if 
you want to wrestle. Phil wanted 
to wrestle, but he didn't want to 
attend class.” 


Gonzales would like to return 
to UNO when he gets financially 
set. In the meantime, he has a 
job in California and is working 
out for AAU competition. He is 
not going to UCLA.

compounded when the excess 
class cards were not available 
until after fina! registration. 

According to Patach the 
cards were returned to the 
Registrar on time for final 
registration but that “the Re- 
gistrar doesn't always put the 
cards back in on time.” 

The contract itself is drawn 
up each year by Patach, then 
approved by Dean Blackwell, 
College of Arts and Sciences, 
and by Harold Keefover, Vice- 
chancellor of Business and Fi- 
nance, according to Patach. 

Nineteen Years Ago 

Keefover said that the pro- 
gram was initially established 
by President Milo Bail, approxi- 
mately 19 years ago. 

He stated that there was “no 
additional premium involved (in 
the contract), just the regular 
tuition and fees”. 

Asked to justify the program 
as far as the UNO students were 
concerned Keefover replied, 
“This is an academic matter that 
| don't feel competent to com- 
ment on. That is beyond the 
scope of my responsibility.” 

Dean Blackwell was unavail- 
able for comment but the As- 
sociate Dean of the Arts and 
Sciences College, Richard 
Lane, agreed that “the class- 
room = space reservations 
causes an inequity”. 

“There is no guarantee that 
UNO students will get a certain 
class in a given semester,” Lane 
said, “but because of the con- 
tract, we have to guarantee 
seats (for the nurses).” 

“We've wrestled with this 
problem the last two years,” 
Lane said. 

He went on to say that if the 
contracts were stopped, it 
would be unfair to the hospitals. 

‘Demonstrate Accreditation 

“| suspect the hospitals need 
the contract to demonstrate to 
the accreditation boards that 
they can provide the services,” 
said Lane. 

One reason he thought it 
started was because of the 


guaranteed enrollment at atime 
when enrollments were down. 

- “It is not easy to predict 
enrollments of the future. There 
are irrational factors involved,” 
he explained. 

Some of the factors pointed 
out by Lane include unpre- 
dicted enrollment gains, sub- 
ject matter fads where every- 
one wants ‘a particular course 
all of a sudden, and large 
groups of students passing out 
of a course, English III, for 
example, causing an over- 
crowding in English 112. 

“The basic solution would be 
to offer more sections,” Lane 
said. “The problem can be 
solved at a relatively low cost. 

“We will take a hard look at 
the likelyhood of accom- 
modating everyone,” Lane 
stated. “A satisfactory solution 
will be worked out between the 
science departments, the 
hospitals, the University — 
everyone.” 


No Protest 


Unsuccessful Student Senate 
candidate John Davis has de- 
cided not to protest the recent 
elections. 

Davis said, “I don't feel | 
should put the other candi- 
dates through a special elec- 
tion.” But he promised, “I'll be 
back trying for a Senate seat 
again in April.” 

The fifth-place finisher in a 
field of five, Davis had earlier 
protested because his name 


was left off the Arts and 
Sciences College ballot 
“through an oversight.” 


Though his name was later 
stamped on most ballots, Davis 
felt he had been treated un- 
fairly. 

In explaining his decision not 
tp protest Davis said, “! cam- 
paigned on a platform for better 
use of student fees, and this (a 
special election) would resultin 
a lot of money being need- 
lessly spent.”
